DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claim 88 is found to be allowable. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant 
has cancelled previously rejected claims. The remaining claim now require very specific 
fluorinated solvents not taught in the prior art of record. Nor would it have been obvious 
to select this very specific solvent and combine it with those other required compounds. 
As such the instant claim is found to be allowable.
